Hard to Recognize

BRUCELLOSIS is a strange 
sort of disease in a number of 
ways* 
To begin with, the symptoms 
which it produces may vary to a 
great extent, and may so closely 
rt «emb!e other disorders th at a 
diagnosis is completely missed. 
Then, too, there may be a pre­ 
valence of the disease in certain 
parts of the country, while in 
others it is quite rar 
Brucellosis is caused by three 
common strains of a germ known 
as the Brucella. The three strains 
are called the abortus, melitensis, 
and suis. 
The most frequent way the dis­ 
ease is contracted is by drinking 
contaminated raw milk or unpas­ 
teurized 
dairy products which 
have come from cows infected with 
Brucella abortus. Some patients 
contract the disease by direct con­ 
tact with infected animals. This 
happens 
among 
veterinarians, 
dairy men, and slaughter-house 
employes. The disease also may be 
caught from such animals as the 
hog or the goat. 
During the early or acute stages 
of the disease, the symptoms con­ 
sist of fever which runs ir. waves, 
from which the disease has been 
given the name of undulant fever.

nervous system is involved in p o e ­ 
tically every instance, and the dis­ 
ease may therefore be confused 
with certain nervous disorders, 
such as neurosis, in which patients 
complain of aches and pains in 
various parts of the body, as w e ll 
as headache and similar symp­ 
toms. 
In recent times, methods have 
been discovered for making a de­ 
finite diagnosis of brucellosis, with 
laboratory examination!. 
In some eases, the germ can be 
cultured from the blood or spinal 
fluid. Sometimes the blood or 
spinal fluid may be injected into 
an experimental animal and the 
germs recovered from the animal. 
There is also an agglutination test, 
which is like a test carried out to 
determine the presence of typhoid 
fever. This consists of mixing the 
patient s blood scrum with a cul­ 
ture of the germs, and noting if it 
causes clumping or clotting of the 
germs. There is also a skin test 
which has been useful and which 
is helpful in making a diagnosis. 
While methods of diagnosis have 
been found, as yet there does not 
seem to be any good treatment 
for brucellosis. Of course, rest in 
bed is important. The patient's 
strength should be kept up with 
the proper diet. There is a vaccine 
as well as a serum which has been 
found of some value in certain in­ 
stances. 
Since the large majority of 
cases of brucellosis are eontracted 
through cow’* milk, the impor­ 
tance of adequate pasturization 
of ail dairy products cannot be 
overstressed. Everything possible 
should be done to prevent the dis­ 
ease.

TRUMP LEAD CAN BE BAD 
CALCULATING original leads 
on a basis of the bidding which 
has been done, most any passable 
player thinks of a trum p lead 
when both the declarer and his 
partner had bid a side suit in ad­ 
dition to the third one which be­ 
comes the trump. Obviously one 
partner can ruff one side suit and 
the other can ruff the other one. 
Hence a trum p lead may cut 
down ruffs. But suppose your own 
trump holding is such that your 
lead of it may sacrifice a trum p 
trick. Also suppose that the other 
two suit* sound quite strong. May­ 
be then a lead of any of those 
three suits would be bad and you 
should try the fourth, even if you 
have to lead from a tenace or 
guarded honor.
